A Very Important Issue Raised by 
the Earle of Bel- 
■ borne. 



London, May 13.— A letter publlahod In 
the London Times by Hon. Geo. N. Curzon, 
M.P., who recently married Miss Mary 
Loltor, of Washington, D. C, and Hon. 
Wm. St. John Freemontlo Broderiok, M.P., 
has oroatod considerable Bonsation. They 
announced that tho Earl of Solborne, who 
suocoeded to the title on the death of his 
father on May 6, and who as Viscount WI1- 
mer represents West -Edinburgh in the 
Houbo of Commons, proposed to raise tho 
question whether a peer of tho realm oan 
continue to sit in tho Houbo of Commons or 
ho olectod a member of the House of Com- 
mons. The intention of Earl Selborne is, it 
appearB, to continue attending tho sittings 
of tho Houbo of Commons, on the ground 
that until ho applies for his Beat in the 
House of Lords hla status in the Houbo of 
Commons is not affooted. Tho letter referH 
to Lords Palmeraton, Castlereagh, and oth- 
ers who forowent their seats in tho House 
of Lords in order to retain their civil ap- 
pointments. Hon. Messrs. Curzon and 
Broderiok, who are both oldest) sons of 
peers, apparently intond to follow the Earl 
of Selborne'a example. The Times editor- 
ially points out that the authorities aro 
divided upon the question of whothbr or not 
a seat in the Houbo of Commons becomes 
vacant by the mere faot of the holder's suo- 
oeBsIon to tho peerage. The Timos sup- 
ports the Earl's aotion, saying he is quite 
entitled to call for an authoritative a deci- 
sion and deaorveB credit for his determina- 
tion in bringing the question to a definite 
issue, ' 

The St. James Gazetto Beoms to be rather 
frightened at the possible outcome and 
says : " If Earl Selborne suoceeds there 
will be a demand for a general settlement 
and recasting of the Houso of LordB with 
the introduction, in somo form or another, 
of an electlvo element." In conclusion the 
Gazette remarks : '« Tho upper house at tho 
present moment is aorvlng a much needed 
purpose and to begin to pull Jt about when 
tho pressure is heavy upon it ia to run the 
risk of letting out the waterB." 

In the Houbo of Commons to-day the Earl 
of Selborne took his seat as uaual. Mr. H. 
Labouchoro, M.P. for Northampton, aBkod 
the Speaker whether the Earl was entitled 
to ait in tho CommoDs. The Spoaker ques- 
tioned hla lordship and askod him to with- 
draw below the bar of the houae until the 
question of his right to nit as a member of 
the House of Commons was decided. The 
Earl oomplied with the request, and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer then briefly 
explained that in his opinion after the 
usual fofmalties had been t;ono through the 
writ should be leaned for a now election for 
the seat occupied in the House of Commons 
by Earl Selborne, 

Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, member for 
West Birmingham, and Mr. G. N. Cnrzon, 
momber for the Southport division of Lan- 
cashire, took part in a heated digoueaion, 
after whloh the Chancellor of the Exohcquer 
consented to refor the question to a small 
Bpocial committee. Hon. H. Courtney, 
momber for tho Bodmin division of Corn- 
wall, threatened to move the adjournment 
of the Houbo. 

Sir William Harcourt said he thought the 
Earl of Selborne was being badly advised 
and therofore would move to Issue the writ 
for an eloction In WeBt Edinburgh, and thua 
end the wholo thing. Lator, howover, he 
was persuaded to withdraw this motion and 
the subject was dropped. 

Friends of tho Earl of Sholborno say if 
tho special commltteo decldo against him, 
ho will seek roeleotlon. Tho question as to 
whothor a member of tho Houso who be- 
comeB a peer of tho realm oan oontlnuo to 
ait in the Houso of Commons is oxoiting the 
keenest interost and brought about a largo 
attendance to tho Houbo to-day. 



CANADIAN TRADE. 

Its Course Eminently Favorable and One for 
the People to Bo Proud Of. 

In tho courso of his budget Bpoooh at 
Ottawa, Hon. G. E, Foster, tho Finance 
Minister, taking up tho condition of trade, 
pronounced its course during tho last five 
or Bix years eminently favorable, to Canada, 
and aomething of whloh thoy had no reason 
to be othorwlBO than proud. (Hoar, hear.) 
Thore had boen an increase in exports to 
Great Britain of $4,500,000, and to France 
100 per cont. (Ironical laughtor by Mr. 
Laurior ) Although tho amount is not vory 
largo, still it in an increase, and I am vory 
Borry to find my hon. friond tho loador of 
tho opposition has nothing bub ridicule to 
pour upon any attempt to increase tho trade 
with Franco. (Ironical opposition laughtor,) 
Ho proceodod to state that thoro hud boon 
Increases to other Europoan countries. Tho 
decreases in exports last year wore to the 
Unitod StatoB, Portugal and Hollsnd. 

As to tho importB, thoro had boon increaa- 
ea with rogard to Gormany, Spain, Italy, 
Newfoundland, West Indies, South Ameri- 
ca, China, Japan and Switzorland, With 
reBpoot to tho United States, tho net decrease 
in ImportB and exports amountod to $13,- 
000,000. Thia would be romodiod, ho had 
no doubt, whon tho ora of oxtremoly low 
price had paasod and thooffectof the lessen- 
ing of tho tariff, owing to the legislation of 
congross last year, was folb. Taking 1889, 
when tho wave of depression commenced to 
ovor the world, the exports from Canada 
amounted to $89,000,000, whiUb last yoar 
thoy roaohod $117,500,000, or an iccroaso of 
$28,500,000 during that period. 

Laat yoar the oiporta value wbb $117,- 
500,000, tho largest of any yoar alnoe Con- 
federation with the exooption of 1893, whon 
they wero $118,500,000. Bub if the houao 
took into oonaideratlon tho dooaoaso in 
prioo, it was ovidont and aould not bo gain- 
said that tho volumo and bulk of exports 
last year waa tho highest slnoo Confedera- 
tion. Tako the matter of Imports, 'in 
1889 they amounted to $109,500,000. Last 
yoar thoy amounted to $113,000,000, an in- 
oroase in tho poriod of $3,500,000, nob tak- 
ing intotoccount the deoroasod pricoa,andcon- 
aequenbly thore waa an lncroasod volumo or 
bulk. He declared that tho volume of trado 
in 1894, taking exports and imports, was as 
high as in any precoding yoar in tho hiBbory 



of Confederation, and that if prices had 
been equal to what thoy wore five years ago 
even, these trade returns of last year would 
be in value what they wore in bulk and vol- 
ume, tho largeab of any of the yoars during 
which the Dominion had been carrying on 
its business. 

Leb them take the railroads and shipping, 
and what would they find ? That from 1889 
to 1894 the railway mileage had incroasod 
from 12,628 miles to 15,620, the mileage 
travelled from 38,800,000 to 43,700,000, the 
paasengera oarrled from 12,200,000 to 14, 
500,000, tho bona of froighb carried from 
18,000,000 to 27,000,000, and tho earnings 
from $42,000,000 to $49,500,000, and com- 
paring the earnings, the freight and bho 
passengers carried lasb year, and tho two 
preceding years, may still come under theso 
two years by an exceedingly small amount, 
compared with which tho decreases in tho 
United StatoB were far and away above tho 
decreases that had taken place in Canada, 
If they took the coasting vessels, thoy would 
rind there had bsen a constant inoreaso in 
the tonnago in and out. Exolusive of ooast 
ing, in 1890 it was 18,500,000 totiB ; in 
1892, 18,692,000 tens ; and In 1894, 20,353, 
000 tons. If thoy took tho tonnago of 
ooasting vobsoIs in and out, tho same in- 
crease was Bhown, namely, 22,797,000 in 
1890, and 26,560,000 in 1894.

METHODIST CONFERENCE. 



Temperance Committee Report, Inclnd- 
insr the Plebiscite Clause, Adopt- 
ed Without Amendment 



Signatures to Complaints Against Rev, 
Mr. Crosby Said to Be 
Forgeries. 



The general session of tho Methodist con- 
ference yesterday was shorter than on pre- 
ceding days, many important committee 
meetings having to be held. A ministerial 
sesalon oIbo took part of the day. Tho de- 
bate on the tomperanco committee's report, 
whioh had been adjourned from Saturday, 
was resumed, the question being whether 
the recommendation of a plebiscite on tho 
temperance question should bo adoptod, 
After a short debate tho report was adopted 
without amendment. 

The balloting for a representative of tho 
oonferenco to the general conference resulted 
In the aleotion of Rev. J. F, Betts of Kara- 
loops. 

Rev. D. Jennings read the memorials from 
the Simpson district conference. One re- 
commendation was bbab the Dominion gov- 
ernment be asked for a grant for bhe Kitmab 
school for Indian boys and girls. This 
sohool the report of Rev. G. H. Raley 
showed had 30 ohildren reaiding there last 
year, 17 girla and 13 boys. The average 
attendance waa 42, against 8 two yeara ago. 
The health, condnob and progress of the 
pupils were excellent during the year. 
Thanks were given to the Women'a Mla- 
Blonary Society for their grant of $200, and 
to others for assistance. This report with 
the recommendation for the training school 
at Port Simpson wbb referred to the mia- 
alona commltteo. 

A resolution waa read from the dietrlot 
conference of Port Simpson, abating that a 
letter alleged to have been aigned by chiefs 
of the tribes there and forwarded to Rev. 
Dr. Sutherland, general aeoretary at 
Toronto, asking for the removal of Rev. Mr. 
Crosby as missionary, waa a forgery. The 
ohiefB had denied signing the letter and 
Rev. Mr. Jennings considered that the Port 
Simpson conference should have opportun- 
ity to ahow it to be a forgery boforo the ata- 
tloning committee decided anything. Tho 
Porb Simpson district meeting had passed a 
unanimous resolution expressing confidence 
in Rev. Mr. CroBby. Thia wob referred to 
tho committee on missions. 

Rov. E. Robson presented tho report of 
the Coqualoetz* Institute Thore were C3 
pupila at tho beginning of tho year, 55 had 
bsen received alnoe ; 32 had left and one 
died ; thero being now at tho Institute 85. 
Tho Dominion government had inoreasod 
thn grant to tho sohool to $2,210. This ro- 
port wbb referred to tho committee on mis- 
sions. 

Rev. Joseph Hall was olectod treasurer of 
tho superannuation fund. 

The conferonco at noon adjourned till thia 
morning ot 9 o'olook.

Incidents of An Eventful Passage- 
Latest News of the Coloults 
Over the tiea, 

111 lnok soem« to purBuo the Canadian- 
Australian steamship Mlowera, whioh ar- 
rived yesterday from the colonies In the 
southern oeas. It will be rouiombered how 
phe was wreoked on Honolulu bar little 
more than a year ago, and met with similar 
though less disastrous misfortune while tak- 
ing an exoursion party to Norway, after 
having been extensively ropalred In Eng. 
land. This is only her third or fourth trip 
on her rogular route af cor that experience, 
and it was Captain ^Stott's misfortune on 
Tuesday last, whon 1,200 miles from this 
port, to oome to grief in the engine room, 
the piston of the high pressure cylinder 
breaking, the vesBol during the remainder of 
the trip being loft dependont upon her can- 
vas and hor low pressure engine, with which 
combined Bhe wan able to make about half 
speed. Fortunulely the weuthor hold fair, 
and no heavy winds wore fallen in with until 
the C<tpo wus pissed on Sunday evening. 
The partially disabled steamer then caught 
the full fury of the gale, and it looked vary 
much for a lime as though tho tug Lome, 
whioh droit d about hor, would havo tho 
fattOBt sulv.igo prlz) ever picked up in 
British Columbia waters. Captain Stott's 
Boamanohip auu Engineer Smithe'u thorough 
knowledgo of his pn f 3Bsion won the d»y, 
howevor. No sigL il nf dlBtreSB was given 
at any timo, and the biiipwas at 2 o'clock 
in the morning

in the Koyal Roada. 

Later in the day tho Victoria mails, pas 
sengers and freight were discharged by ten- 
der — for the Am time in the history of the 
line — the Constance making connections be- 
tween the steamer and the shoro, and the 
Miowora prooeeded to Vanoouver, where 
she will repair damages. Tho Lorno accom- 
panied her up to be available if required though 
as Captain Stott says, " there was really 
no neooasity for it, except us an assurance 
of safety to the passengers. If we got her 
1,200 miles I guess we could take her tho 
rest of the way all right." Steamboat In- 
spector Thomson, who also went up with 
the liner, corroborates the statement of her 
officers that she was quite capable of making 
tio run alone, though it was thought beab 
to havo the powerful tow-boat within call in 
the event of an emergency arising. 

The Miowera had un eventful voyage 
throughout, though a pleasant one and fast 
until the mishap to the machinery. John- 
son, the chief baker, committed Buiolde tho 
second d>y out fromSydney, excoeslvadrink- 
ing being thocauao of hiB temporary insanity. 
Then one of the quttrtermasiers broke his 
leg by a fall on the dock in rough weather, 
and J. A. Loggie, a saloon pasaenger from 
Honolulu, whose brother is one of the lead- 
ing oitiasna of Port Aogoles, booame insano 
soon after the Hawaiian Islands wore left 
behind and bad to be kept olosely guarded 
during the remainder of the trip. Business 
reverses are Baid to have induced his de- 
mentia, whioh it is hoped is not incurable.

of her schodulo time and Captain Stott 
counted on reaohing Viotorla Thursday 
night or early Friday morning. When the 
accident ocourrod in the engine room the 
electric light plant was shut down and 
every other poBsiblo means taken to econo- 
mize in abeam. Chief Engineer Smiths and 
his staff labored day and night to temporar- 
ily repair damuges, and ao auocesaful were 
their efforts that even on the day after the 
break upwards of eighty miles was mado.

The Delayed Missionaries Arrive Safe and 
Sound as Passengers by the Steamer 
Danube. 

As expeoted, tho steamer Danube, which 
arrived from tho North Sunday night, 
brought nowa of the missionary steitner 
Glad Tidings, on whoso account there has 
been considerable uneaalnesa during the luat 
few days. Among the Danube's passengers 
were Rov. T. Crosby, Rev. Mr. Jonninga 
and Rev. Mr. Poarce, and from them the 
story of tho little- steamer's mishap was ob- 
tained. Tho Glad Tidings left Port Simp- 
son May 1 for Viotoria with her party of 
conferenoo delogates, A good run waa made 
to Namo, whioh port tho steamer left at 
.'isiOa.m. on tho 3rd, intending to cross 
Queon Charlotte Sound. Sho, however, met 
with a sovere southeast wind whioh forced 
hoi to put back. A Bmall protoctod cove 
was Bought out and the boat anchored in four 
fathoms of wator. At noon tho weather 
had cloarcd and tho captain decided 
to make another attempt to crosa 
the Sound. On pulling up tho anchor, 
the steamer waa drawn towards a 
rock on which sho soon stuck fast. For an 
hour or more sho lay in this position, rolling 
from tide to sido, pieces of tho keel being 
split off from time to tlmo. Tho boat Boon 
began to take in wator and the pumps were 
put to work, but stopped in a fow minutes 
us the water reaohed tho tiros and put them 
out ; buckets woro then resorted to, but tho 
tido connmenood to rise and sho filled 
rapidly. All valu '>'eB were removed to the 
shoro and steps wore takon to beach tho 
boat. This waa accomplished satisfactorily 
and a party was Bont In a row boat to 
Smith's Inlet for tho nooeBsary material to 
nialto temporary repairs. On thoir roturn 
tho atoainer was patched up and Monday at 
10 o'olook she floated. 

Ib was thon decidod to go to Smith's lulot 
for nocossary supplies. I'hia was dono and 
next morning another start was mado ; but 
again tho woathcr waB found to bo too se- 
vere, and ib was thon dooldeil to roturn to 
Namo so that tho miaaionarios could catch 
the Dannbo. Aftor landing them thbre, 
Captain Olivor, hie orew and Mr. Robinann 
started again for Viotorla. Whon tho 
Danuho roaohod A'ort Bay a note was found 
saying that tho boat was working well and 
that they expected to spend Sunday In Capo 
Mudge. Nothing haB beonheard from them 
since. 

Tho Maude, whioh loft hero Saturday to 
search, mot the Danube about twenty miles 
north of Nanalmo, and immediately turned 
about, as hor services woro no longer re- 
quired. The nowB of the safeby of the Glad 
1 idings was received wibh great joy in the 
city, and at tho conference yeBterday Rev. 
Mr. Crosby was called upon to toll tho story 
of oho accident.

" THE PROGRESS OF CANADA." 

lb is eheerlng to observe that tho thinking 
men of Great Britain now take a greater, a 
more lively and a more friendly interest in 
Canada than ever they did. There are many 
indications whioh show that the progress of 
this Dominion is olosely watohed in Great 
Britain, and that Canadians are growing in 
the reBpect and esteem of their fellow-Bub 
jeots in the Mother Country. ThiB is 
pleasant to Canadians, for although there Is 
nothing they detest and despise more than 
the spirit of the " poor relation," they do 
desire that their kinsmen in the Old Land 
should learn to appreciate them and should 
feel that the men who have built up a new 
and a progressive nation in the wilds of 
North Amerioa are as worthy of being con- 
sidered true Britons as any of the raoe in 
any part of the world or at any period of its 
history. 

An artiolo in the Edinburgh Review, 
" The Progross of Canada," Is calculated to 
raise Canadians in the estimation of the 
most intelligent part of the British public, 
and it is also oaloulated to please Canadians. 
Tho writer is friondly to Canada. Ho 
knows what the people of this oountry have 
done ; he boos how they have solved difficult 
problems, and with very little help from 
tho Mother Country formed themselves into 
a prosperous and self-governing common- 
wealth which is of considerable national 
importance now, and promises to become 
greatly moro important in the not distant 
future. 

" No ono will deny," says tho reviewer, 
" that the most important feature of the 
preBent reign haa been, not tho vlotorieB won 
by Great Britain in foreign wars, for theso 
were insignificant compared with those of 
other times ; nob triumphs in diplomacy, 
for they have not been remarkable ; not even 
success in literature, for more lasting fame 
has probably been won by writers of other 
periods ; nob the extraordinary expansion 
of commerce and wealth which has resulted 
from tho evolution of sound eoonomio ideas, 
national enterprise and scientific disoovery. 
No, assuredly tho most significant and en- 
during achievement of the reign has boon 
the economic, intolloctual and political do- 
volopmonb of those prosperous communities 
which form the colonial empire of the Brit- 
ish IbIos." 

Canada is perhaps I he moBt remarkable of 
those communities. When Quoen Viotoria 
ascondod tho throne, what iB now Canada 
was a number of insignificant communities 
without any bond of connection. Tho pro- 
vinces of British Columbia and Manitoba 
had thon no oxistenco oven as colonies. Tho 
population did not muoh oxcoed ono million, 
and it was divided nearly equally into two 
races nob very well disposed towards eaoh 
other. Tho people woro disoontentod j in 
faob a rebellion was in progross. Tho land 
tonuro was not satisfactory to a large 
proportion of tho people. Tho whole annual 
trade of tho country, export and import, 
did nob amount to moro than §25,000,000. 
Tho wholo rovenuo did nob exoood §700,000, 
and tho oountry was burdoned with a dobt 
of $5,000,000. By far the largor part of tho 
different colonies were coverod with forest, 
and their inhabitants were not skilled in tho 
cultivation of tho soil. 

With such material and undor such oir- 
oumBtances the building up of a nation, it 
will havo to bo admitted, wub no easy tank. 
The antagonism of races and religions alono 
appeared to many to bo an insuporablo ob- 
Btaolo to cordial union for the purpoao of 
government, or in faob for any other objoot 
requiring joint aotion. Bub Canadians ovor- 
camo this and many othor obstacles. Solf- 
govornmonb was after some delay aocordod 
to thorn. Tho different oolonios managed 
their own affairs on tho wholo wisoly. The 
main obstacles to progross wore romoved 
and after a time tho union was onlargod. 
All tho provinces, whioh wero supposed to 
havo so little in common and whioh knew so 
little of oaoh othor, wero unitod and formed 



a confederation whioh has now for twenty- 
eight years pursued the even tenor of its 
way in peace and prosperity. 

The Edinburgh reviewer tellB tho story of 
Canada's oareor before and after Confedera- 
tion graphically and truthfully. This is 
how ho concludes his very interesting arti- 
olo : 

LookiDgat the history of tho Canadian de- 
pendency for half a oencury one oao Bee in 
all the phases of its politioal development, 
thoro haB been an increasing "purpose." The 
statesmen of England and her colonies have 
perhaps builded better than they know. 
The destiny that shapes our ends rough hew 
bham how we will has been carrying the Em- 
pire in a direation bByond tho ken and con- 
ception of probably the most sanguine and 
praotioal minds. When we consider that 
the union of tho two Canadas was followed 
in about a quarter of a century by tho feder- 
ation of all the provinces, and that this 
great moasure has also been followed after a 
lapse of twenty- seven years, by a conference 
of delegates from the moat distant oolonlal 
possoFBions, we may well believe that the 
thoughts of menare indeed widened through- 
out England and her dependencies " by the 
prooess of the auna," and that the powerful 
current of human thought and progress 
which is everywhere making itsolf felt is 
carrying forward the Empire, not into an 
unknown sea of doubt and peril whoro it 
may spilt into many fragments, but into a 
haven where it may rest in tho tranquil wa- 
ters of peace and security. 

TRAITORS. 

lb Is humiliating to be compelled to bolieve 
that there are men in this Province who ore 
so vlndiotivo, bo filled with political spite, 
that in order to hampor and annoy the Gov- 
ernment they do not hesitate to attempt to 
do the Provinoo BoriouB injury. Two of 
theso traitors have chosen tho time in which 
the Finanao Minister iB floating a loan in 
London to send one-sided and distorted 
statements of the financial condition of tho 
Province to the editor of London Truth 
with tho evident intention of making the 
Finance Minister's journey to London fruit- 
less. This is not the first time that foiled 
and disappointed politicians have tried In 
thia cowardly, treacherous and unpatriotio 
way to be revenged on the men who defeat* 
ed thorn. Provided they gratified their per- 
sonal splto these contemptible creatures did 
not oare what harm they indicted on 
the people of the Provinoo. That they 
will bo again defeated we are perfeotly 
certain, bub defeat and disappointment are 
not punishment enough for them. It is a 
thousand pities thab there is no way of pun- 
ishing traitors of this kind in tho only way 
thatoan reaoh their feelings. This oan only 
bo done by a cat-o'-nino-tails. 

Criticism on the finanoial state of the pro- 
vince where it is understood and where it 
can be fully and promptly replied to, oven 
if it is unfair and erroneous, must bo tolorat 
ed. There has been plenty of that kind of 
oriticism in tho newspapers of this provinoo, 
bub it has been met in the press and on the 
floorof the Legislature, and it has consequent- 
ly done no harm. But suoh oriticism in Eng- 
land, where the policy of the Provincial 
Government is not understood and the con 
dition and resources of the province aro to a 
very great extent unknown, and thab at a 
critical limo when thoro Is neither 
time nor opportunity for discussion, 1b 
simply tho blaokest of treaohery. The cow- 
ardly critic Btrikes not the Government but 
the Province in the dark, and it is not 
his faulb If the wound ho inflicts is not 
mortal. The aot is one of pure malignity, 
aa much so as the shooting of a neighbor's 
oow or tho ham-stringing of his horao. We 
hear that tho lettor aigned "A British 
Columbian " was written by a clerk dis- 
charged for mischief-making, and it has all 
the appearance of being written by a man 
who hud no other object than to gratify his 
spite, no matter at what cost to others. 

The figuros aro pretty much tho same as 
those that appeared in the Opposition papers 
before and during the laab session of tho 
legiBlaturo. They were discussed by tho re- 
presentatives of the people, and with a full 
knowledgo of their worth and their signi- 
ficance the Government was sustained by a 
largo majority and waa authorized to effect 
another loan. Would this have been the 
case if tho representatives of tho poople had 
been convinced that the Government had 
pursued an extravagant and a reckless 
course ? 

AN EMPEROR BEATEN. 

Tho German Government's anti-socialist 
bill was rojeotod by the Relohstag on Fri- 
day. This was the pet measure of the 
Emperor. Ho had determined to pub down 
socialism with a strong hand and required 
the RoichBtag to give him the powor to 
do so. 

It must not be thought beoauso tho autl- 
socialist bill was defeated that the Booialists 
aro a majority or anything like it in tho 
Reiohstag. They are not. But the House 
la divided into a number of groups, any ono 
of whom may at any moment hold the 
balance of power. Thoro is, of oourso, a 
largo numbor of members who bolieve that a 
sovorely restrictive law would do moro than 
anything olso to increase tho numbers and 
tho influence of tho socialists. This was tho 
effoob that Bismarck's anti-aooiallst law had. 
In spito of his rostrictivo laws tho socialists 
increasod in tho lana, and their representa- 
tion in tho Loglslaturo also Increased quite 
considerably. Tho Emperor's measuro 
If it booamo law would, it is arguod, havo a 
similar offeob. For this reason many who 
are nob socialists and who strongly disap- 
prove of socialism voted against tho Govern- 
ment's moasure. It appears, too, that somo 
of the members votod against the bill to 
Bhow tho Govornmonb thab thoy oannob do 
what they like in tho Roiohstag. One of 
tho mombors, not n Booialist, Bald that tho 
Minister of tho Interior apparently regarded 
the Roiohstag ua an automatic machine, into 
which bills woro put on ono side in order to 
bo pulled out aa laws on tho other sldo. 
Tho Minister's utterances in support of tho 
bill, he asserted, only put weapons in the 
hands of the socialists. 

The Gorman Government has, lb appears, 



Inonrred the enmity of tho landholders— the 
agrarian party— by refusing to give them 
tho legislation thoy want. Thia group Is 
not at all sorry to see tho Government 
baulked by the defeat of the uuti-revolu- 
tionisb bill. The defeat, from a British 
poinb of view, 1b to the Emperor the reverse 
of a misfortune. British statesmen bolieve 
thab there is no use in legislat- 
ing against opinions, no matter how 
wild and ho-v mijohievouj they may 
be. Suoh legislation thoy consider 
oppressive in itself, and calculated rather to 
promote the spread of the obnoxious opinion 
than to stamp ib out. The best way to treat 
the wild theorists iB to leave thorn severely 
alono. Thoy may gain converts, bub thoso 
converts having nothing to gain by making 
a display of their new opinions will hardly 
bo noticed, and the majority of them will In 
time bo sure either to forget all abont them 
or embrace somo now and moro Impractica- 
ble theory. The Government of Great Brit- 
ain takes cognizanoo of none bub overt acts; 
mere opinion in a criminal souse oounts for 
nothing. The Government of the United 
StateB aotB upon tho Bamo principle, and so 
does that of Canada. The conscquonco Ib 
thab in Great Britain, the United States and 
Canada, sooialista and anarchists ocoupy a 
comparatively insignificant position. Bub 
whore theyare legislated against they become 
important and increase rapidly.

CANADA'S SHIPPING. 

We find In the campaign litorature whioh 
tho Times roproduoos with very Ilbble judg- 
ment a great splurge about the decline in 
Canada's shipping. The doollne our con- 
temporary attributes to tho national polioy. 
If it knew anything about tho history of 
shipbuilding in tho Eastern Maritime Pro- 
vinces and had any regard for the truth it 
would oonsign tho figuros it reproduces so 
boldly to the waste basket. There has no 
doubt been a very considerable decline with 
In the last twenty years in shipbuilding in 
tho Maritime Provinoes, and consequently 
in tho ships registered, but tho reason of 
this Ib not because the national policy has 
been in operation, but because wooden ships 
havo, to a very great extent, gone into 
disuse.

Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars wore lost by men who 
did not know when to stop building wooden 
ships and when to soil those that they owned. 
Our contemporary ought to know this. Not 
having that knowledge, or not making al- 
lowance for it, makoB its parade of figures 
mendacious nonsense. This is a caso in 
whioh figures do lie.

Blog- 
ham Btated thaton theSaturday when told by 
Mr. Prevoat, owner of tho Pilot, to watoh 
her, Mr. W. A. Ward, who was present, 
slid to him that the men might just as woll 
koep an eye on tho Veloa too v On tho Mon- 
day tho Velos wrock Bhif ted and difted aomo 
fifty yards, so Bingham and Maolure made 
her fast by a line and watched hor for sov- 
eral days while tho wrecking waa going on. 
They then pub in their claim for aalvage, 
whloh Root. Ward & Co., tho agenta, re- 
fused to admit. Hence tho action. In giv- 
ing judgmont bho'Chiof Juatico said that all 
tho plaintiffs could claim was wages for the 
days thoy watched, at the same rit» as paid 
them for watching tho Pilot. He thoroforo 
allowod Maolure §18 and Bingham §14.40 or 
§32 40 in all, without costs. Mr. G. H. 
B»rnard for plaintiffa ; Hon. C. E. Pooloy, 
Q C , for dofendanta.

Sunday night's stiff gale of wind brought 
floot of bLx eoalers into port from down 
tho Straits. Tho vesaols aro tho Uacar and 
Hattie, Capt. T. Magneson ; Katharine, 
Capt. J. Gould ; W. L. Rich, Capt. B. 
Balcom; Annie C. Moore, Capt. C. Hackott; 
Maud S., Capt. R. E. McKlol ; and Aurora, 
Capt. T. Harold. All havo hard luck 
tories to report concerning the woathor and 
their poor cataheB, but thoy bring no very 
late Bealing nows. The echoonere aro but 
the forerunners of a much larger fleet, com- 
prising all the vessels still out whloh have 
been engaged in the coast 'loaling. Capt. 
R. E. McKiel, of tho Maud S., is the 
mastor who roported seeing the wreckage of 
tho lout colliers Montsorrat and Kowoenaw. 
Thoro was somo uncertainty about tho find- 
ing of broken parts of tho latter collier, but 
thoro now remains no doubt aa to this. 
Capt. MoKiel, while in Roae harbor, at the 
north ond of Quoen Charlotte island, aaw 
tho quarter board of tho Kowoenaw with 
tho name of the vossel in large letters on it. 
This like an almost similar board had been 
nallr.d in a conapiououa place on an Indian 
cabin. Besides this, Capt. MoKiel has now 
In his possession a silver-plated lamp, evl 
"ently that of a big steamer, whloh he 
picked np off CroBS Bound. Still more 
wreckage, but nothing reoognizable or that 
could roadlly bo identified, was brought to 
port by the Aurora. The schooner haB had 
iard luck throughout. In leaving Kyuquot 
early In the aoason sho and the Otto oame 
nto collision, tho result being that sho was 
bliged to put baok to port to make several 
ninor repairs, and afterwords she was 
delayed through oalms, oto., for many days. 
Sevoral missing canoes are reportod by the 
veBBels whloh arrived, bub all have been pro- 
iously heard of. The San Juan, Captain 
Foley, with a catch of 137 skins, was spoken 
tho North by Capt. Balcom, of tho Wal- 
ter L. Rich, who was requested to report It 
" ore. The catches of tho six sohoonors 
aro as follows : Osoar and Hattlo, 147 ; 
atherine, 63 ; Walter L. Rich, 145 ; Annie 
! . Moore, 105 ; Maud S., 287 ; and Aurora, 
108. As to the rumor that a second schooner 
ub boon Bwamped no confirmatory news 
waa brought by the veBBels, and there ap- 
pears to have been little foundation for it. 

THE MOGUL WRECKED. 
Throe miles east of Capo Flattery the 
British Columbia Tug Boat Company'a fine 
atoamer Mogul HeB, so far as is now known, 
a total wreck. Meagre information to this 
offeob roached tho ownors in a tologram from 
Copt. Smith of tho Mogul, stating briefly 
that tho vobsoI having been beaohed on Sun- 
day to stop a leak, was in a most dangorous 
condition. This news having been wired to 
interested partiea on tho Sound, Capb. Lib- 
bie hurried out to the wrock in a tug from 
Port Townsend. It waa thought the result 
of his visit would be known yesterday, but 
up to a lata hour last evening Messrs. R, P. 
Rlthot & Co., representatives of the com- 
pany, had rooeivod no additional news. 
Capb. Smith's reasons for beaching tho Mo- 
gul on such a rocky, dangorous and exposed 
pieoo of const can only bo Burmisod. His 
ast orderB from hore wero to take tho Brit- 
ish bark Darra from Pore Townsend 
sea on Saturday afternoon. He 
ad towed the vesaol out sevoral 
Ilea beyond the Capo and was making for 
eah Bay to boaoh his steamer, when it 
would uppoar that ho had diacovered that 
this required to be done immediately. 
Whon tho Mogul epraDg a leak is not 
nown, but thoro is littlo doubt that it was 
juat previous to parting with tho Darra. 
Tho Mogul waa a staunch sea going craft 
d tho only reason that can bo UBslgned for 
tho aocident ia that tho difficulty of 
uling her off tho beaoh at Moodyvillo, 
hero aho hud been oloaned, cauecd 
er to reooivo a severe atrain. If thia 
be tho oaso tho tromendous gale which sho 
encountored off tho Capo caused hor to 
foundor. Littlo or no anxioty in felt concern- 
ing tho Bofoty of tho ton men who, with the 
captain, composed tho stoamor's crow, aa 
roforenco had boon mado to thorn 
the telographio messages which have 
been received. In all probability they mado 
thoir way to TatooBh llghthouao, whonco 
Captain Smith forwardod his dispatches. 
Tho wreok of bho Mogul moans 
Iobs of about $20,000, there bo- 
ing, it is said, not a cent of inBur- 
the vossel. Whoa her owners 
formod themselves into a company, oarly in 
tho autumn of last yoar, tho tug transferred 
from the Amerloan to tho British flag and 
egiatored at Viotoria, Immediately aftor 
the ohango tho steamer was thoroughly 
orhaulod at a hoavy expense

rials anil Trimmings For Older Girls. 

Proviclont mothors are now planning 
the cotton frocks for their little girln. 
Thoro appears but littlo change in chil- 
dren's stylesfor snmmor, White gnimpes 
of feather sr' uiod or tuokad nainsook 
aro made separate and worn by girls 
from 1 to 10 years of ago. Tho log of 
mutton eleovo, round "baby" waist, 
cut with a low round nook, aro worn 
With a full gathered skirt having a 
8 inch hem.

Id is not advised goring tho fronts of 
their full skirts, as thoy must bo wash- 
ed oftou, and bias seams will pulled 
askew. For tho same reason it is rnoro 
serviceable to cut plaid goods straight 
in place of making thorn up on tho bias. 
Use small pearl buttons for tho fasten- 
ing and button all frocks in tho back. 
Tho nook is univorsally finished with a 
narrow band of ombroidory. Whon a 
grrimpo is not worn, tho high nockod 
waist may bo in throo box plaits back 
and front, closo fitting, or havo an out- 
side jacket attachment liko a littlo 
zouave, whioh will be odgod with em- 
broidery. A circular ruille of tho goods 
edged with insertion is always a protty 
trimming. Auothor protty stylo has 
deep epaulots of tho goods over tho 
shouldors, finishing in a point back 
and front, with laco insertion sowed on 
the outor edge. Tho drossy cotton frocks 
are trimmed with satin ribbon bows on 
the shoulders, sido of tho waist, oto. In 
oolors little ones follow tho "grown 
nps" closely. 

The materials written of for ladios 
may bo duplicatod for missos; ditto tho 
trimmings. What ono wears so doos tho 
other, and in stylos tho miss of 14 to 17 
years is both child and woman. Yokes 
of lace guipure in points, stripos of in- 
sertion down waists, yokes of embroid- 
ery, ribbon belts and bows, brotolles 
and shoulder knots aro some of tho doc- 
orations seen. Swivol silks are noat for 
best summor dresses trimmed with a 
laco yoko, bolt and bretollos or suspond- 
ers of satin ribbon. Missos will also 
wear shirt waists with dark woolon 
skirts. These waists aro very plain, 
with gathers at nock and waist lino or 
box plaits baok and front, tnrnovor col- 
lar and shirt or mutton log sleeves. 

Eton suits of duok worn with a cotton 
waist will be stylish. Those suits do 
not need a bit of trimming oscept pearl 
buttons of a largo sizo up each sido of 
the front. Wash silk blousos aro also 
worn and may bo rankod among tho 
wash goods, though kept with tho silks. 
The most girlish of thoso aro made like 
a yoko back shirt waist. A writer in 
The Ladies' Home Journal and authori- 
ty for tho foregoing very wisoly oon- 
cludos that less trimming and more 
changes would bo a good motto to adopt 
for summer wash dresses.

BONBON BOXES. 



Attractive Packages For Confectionery 
Which Barely Pull to Please the Yoont. 

There aro few young persons of either 
box who do not liko confeotionory, and 
when this is presented in an attractive 
packago tho present bGcomos doubly ao- 
eoptablo. The Eastor soasou always 
brings now ideas in way of bonbon 
boxes, both costly affairs and tho sim- 
plo homemade onos. Theso idoas aro

passod on throughout tho year and savo 
at birthdays and other gala occasions. 
Any reader who dosiros to do so can 
mako a very potty bonbon box. All that 
is required is to follow tho directions 
horo reproduced from Tho Household: 

Tako a squaro or oblong pasteboard 
box that will hold a pound of candy. 
Cut from a palo roso shade of crape tis- 
sue papor strips tho exact sizo of tho 
sidos of tho box, both outsido and in- 
sido, a long continuous strip for each 
ono, which moot at tho top of tho sides. 
Thoy aro pasted to tho box Hgljtly (it 
different spots, joining thorn at one n\ 
tho back corners. For tho cover cut three 
triangular piocos of cardboard, two of 
them, a and b, sufficiently long for tho 
apox to reaoh to tho opposite sidos, the 
third, c, to fold ovor the other two ns 
tho outsido covor, tho apex to reach just 
outsido of tho box. 

Cut a strip of tho crape tissue paper 
\% inches wide, pull it out to form a 
ruillo on ono odgo by drawing between 
tho thumb and forefinger and paste the 
other odgo around tho threo sides of 
oach triangle. Then cut triangularpiecos 
from the papor to cover both sidos of 
each triangle, which must fit them ex- 
actly when pasted in position, tho frill 
on tho odgo coming between. Cut threo 
small holos in ono side of each trianglo 
where it is joined to tho cover, with 
corresponding holos in tho top of three 
sides of the box, and attacli tho covers 
to tho box by moans of orape paper rib- 
bons, which are passod through the 
holes and tied on tho outside in 
dainty little bows. Theso ribbons are 
mado by cutting narrow strips a quarter 
of an inch in width from tho crapo pa- 
por. A largo bow mado from a strip 
2 inches wide is tacked to tho outside 
OOVel' for an ornament.

WRECKED CANOEISTS. 

Two Victorians Who Narrowly Kscaped Drown- 
ing In Sunday's Storm. 

Three cmoes— the Queen, Bailed by Mr. 
W. J. H. Holmes ; tho Lorna, Mr. Fred G. 
White ; and the Electra, Mr. Wm. Christie 
— Bet off on a oruise Sunday morning for 
Pedder Bay. The weather waB beautiful 
and at the other side of Albert Head a land- 
ing was made for lunch. At 2 o'clock tho 
return trip began, the wind freshening up 
very quickly. After rounding the Head tho 
Electra's mainsail was carried away and a 
landing was made to effect repairs. Off 
went the oanoos again, the Eleotra under 
her jigger'set forward. Squalls now became 
feariully heavy andonoswirling along fouled 
the Eleotra's jigger; over went tho 
canoe and Mr. Christie was thrown 
into the water. He Bhouted for 
help to Mr. Holmes who turned back 
and resoued Mr. Christie, taking him aboard 
the Queen and abandoning the Electra. Tho 
party next made a landing at tho hoad of 
tho lagoon, lighting a big fire, and driod and , 
warmed themselves. Here tho canoeists 
Btoppod till sundown, when tho fierco south- 
wester which had beon blowing had appar- 
ently subsided, and towurd tho city it was 
apparently calm. Then off tho party sot 
again, Mr. Whito and Mr. Christie in tho 
Lorna and Mr. Holmes in the Queen. When 
too lato to turn back it waa seen that a ter- 
rific westerly galo was blowing and tho sea 
steadily rising. Tho canoes, bb ono of tho 
party put it, " wont before tho galo liko ox- 
press trainB." Tho Lorna being heavily 
loaded, and an ordinary open 
paddling canoe, shipped water constantly, 
until when half a milo from shore to tho 
west of Macanlay's point eho took in a aca 
which half tilled her. Tho next Boa, a hugo 
whito oombor, went completely ovor tho 
men and filled tho canoo to tho gunwalo. 
Sho soon capslzod, but Whito and Christie 
managod to crawl on hor bottom and clung 
thoro. 

Aftor half an hour of this bIio drovo on a 
largo rock, and from thero drifted to tho 
Bhoro Bido of a reef. Tho two mon, ex- 
hausted and chilled, stood in tho shallows 
for a time considering whothor, againBt tho 
terrific sea and tide, they could mako an 
island a ahort distance off, but they finally 
dooided to stay by their waterlogged 
oanoo, aa it i^had watertight comport- 
ments which made It buoyant. Mr. 
Holmes, in the moantimo, had bocn 
Bafoly blown BBhoro and ran ovor to tho bar- 
raoks for assistance However, an hour 
after tho Lorna had capsized sho drovo on 
tho beach bolow Mr. Fioming'a houBO. By 
this time a squad from tho barraoks, with 
Colonel Petors and Major Rawstorno, wero 
on tho beach, and ono of tho soIdierB tied a 
life lino about his waist and Bwimming 
through tho surf grasped tho oanoe. Tho 
exhauatod canoeists wore pullod ashore.

Watson, then gave 
her addresB, which waa aa usual full of 
oheer and encouragement.

Miss Gould, of 
Tancouver, in replying mentioned how cor- 
dially the delegates had beon received and 
tho ploaaure It had given them to meet with 
the ladles of Victoria. 

Tho business of the afternoon was varied 
and brightened by a duet sung by Misses 
Tranter and Graham.

STARVED TO DEATH. 

The Montngnnls Indians Almost WiPSd Out 
by Hunger aud Privation. 

Qoehec, May 13.— Official reporta from 
tho vicinity of Fort Chimo, a Hudson Bay 
Company's trading post on Ungava bay, 
show that two-t'nirda of tho entire tribe of 
Montagnals IndianB trading at that poat 
havo perished of starvation this season — 
ovor 100. As usual among tho Indians, tho 
men dio first, ao that a number of unfor- 
tunato women and orphans wore loft help- 
lesa. Tho fow whito people at Fort Chimo, 
and tho ollicera and crow of tho Hudson Bay 
Company's steamer Eric, wintoring thoro, 
took uy a collection to olotho tho survivors, 
who wore as destitute of clothes aa they 
wore of food. Tho Canadian government 
has now taken action which it is thought 
will provont anothor auoh catastropho, by 
placing a sum of money at the disposal of 
the Hudson Hay Company for tho relief of 
tho Indians and Eskimo in tho event of 
anothor eovero winter. The cause of tho 
destitution thiB winter waa tho scarcity of 
reindeer and other game.

Hawks' Bill. 

At the oj oning of the city council meeting 
last night a letter waB read from Lt.-Col. 
Rawatorne, R M.A., atating, in reply to a 
communication from them, that ho would 
on the retnrn of Admiral Stephonaon, torn- 
mander-ln chief on the station, urgo upon 
him tho doslro of the city to have the 
powder magazine removed from the park. 
ThiB lotter waa filed. 

A notiSoation waa received from the 
aeworBgo commissioners that in view of tho 
judgmont of the Supreme court thoy would, 
as provided for in the not, reconsider tho 
claim of Coughlan & Mayo with tho hopo of 
coming to some amicable sottloment. 

Ald Macmillan did not seem to quite 
understand whether the commissioners in 
tended to act us arbitrators themselves or 
get other people to do eo. Ho believed in 
the council settling what should be done, 
and to ao instruct tho commissioners. The 
commissioners had tried to settle tho ques- 
tion once before, and acted in suoh a 
bungling manner that it waa no uae. The 
lotter wub filod. 

Tho resolutions passed by the school 
trustees in favor of establishing a night 
school, wbb tho next thing to oome up, a 
copy being Bent in by tho secretary of the 
board and tho endorsation of the city coun- 
cil asked. 

Ald. Williams movod that tho board be 
empowered to carry out tho sohomo. 

Ald. PARTniDOE would hold up both 
hands for a night school if it wero free, but 
he would not do so If a fee waa to be 
oharged. If it was to benefit tho industrial 
classes it should be free. 

Ald. Humphrey aaid it lookod aa if the 
school board were cudgelling thoir brains 
how to apend money. They had now in 
their estimates a couple of thousand dollars 
moro than thoy needed to pay for salaries. 
They wantod to atarb swimming baths, and 
next, he auppoaed, a boxing sahool would bo 
in order. Free day schools wero sufficient, 
without free night echoola. 

Ald. Bbaoo wished tho matter to bo laid 
on tho table for the present. 

Ald Macmillan was in favor of night 
Bchoolsif thoy taught aomothing ueeful, but 
not if thoy wore going to toaoh the namoa of 
diareputablo Engliah kings who died hun- 
dreds of years ago, and antediluvian horoea 
who wore mail and out each others throats. 

Tho communication waB laid on the table. 

The Jnbileo hospital directors intimated 
that their fiscal year ended June 30 and 
asked for the money tho oity bad granted 
them, so that the bills of tha hospital might 
bo sottlo 1 up. 

Ald Humphrey moved that tho money 
be paid, though he did not approve of the 
way ia which the hospital was run. It was 
possible, however, that he was wrong and 
they were right. Carried. 

A report) of the special committee of the 
hospital on the management of the institu- 
tion waa also received and laid on the table 
to give the aldermen an opportunity to read 
it. This baa already been published. 

A. MoL Hawks, of Taooma, through a 
lawyer of that city askod for $100 for Ber- 
vico rendered on account of his report to the 
Mayor upon the matter of improving tho 
wator supply. Mr. Hawka had written 
from time to time bub had failed to reoeive 
any reply, Thia waB referred to the wator 
committee to report. 

In a report on the fire alarm aorvioo R. B 
MoMicklng made a number of Buggeatlona, 
including that of placing tho main wires on 
tho new electric light) poles. The report 
waa filed. 

A communication from Mr. Thornton 
Fell on behalf of H. A. Bochtel that the 
Rock Bay brldgo onoro&chod on the latter'a 
property waa referrod to tho aireet commit- 
tee to act. 

Dr. Goorge Duncan, oity health officer, 
drew attention to advloes he had reooived 
from Japan in regard to oholera boing ex- 
pected there. On this account ho urged the 
oity to have the drains flushed, wator pipes 
cleared, and lots and yards kept clean. 
To facilitate house to house Inspection, he 
recommendod that tho pollco assist tho 
sanitary officor. Ho also urged that tho 
Dominion government bo communicated

SEALING PROTECTION. 

Arrangement Between the U. S- 
Great Britain as to Seal- 
ers' Claims.

Washington, May 13. — An arrangement 
haa beon effected betweon tho United States 
and Great Britain in which Ootober 1b aot 
ao tho timo for tho assembling .horo of the 
committeo to negotiate a treaty as to the 
olaima of tho sealers on account of the 
Bohring sea aoizurea. Tho report from 
Viotoria that tho British government had 
vaoaUdtho soaling regulations because of 
tho non-payment by tho U.S. if the $425, 
000 must bo duo to misapprohenaion. More 
ovor, tho reporb from Victoria ia baBed on a 
misunderstanding of tho word "aoallng," 
which applios to tho looka or soale by which 
tho implements used in Boaling aro lockod 
up durinc tho olose|soaBon. 

From authoritatlvo aourocBthe substantial 
features of tho text of tho now British regu- 
lations haa boon secured. LaBb year tho 
rule was mado that aoalora oould go to 
Japan or othor proximate torritory, whore a 
British consul or other oilioor would aoal up 
ammunitions, guns, oto. Vessols having 
arms thus sealed up wero allowed to remain 
in Buhring sea during olosod sobbou. They 
wero not suhj -ob to search and seizure, aa 
tho Beal on their arma waa a guarantee that 
they were not oapt uring fur-bearing animals. 
But tho British Admiralty has found that 
thia rule la impraotioable.
